Some  years  ago,  I  had  a  lengthy  conversation  with  Professors  McLennan, 
Mackenzie,  and  Ell  is,  concerning  the  work  I  had  m  hand,  and  described  to 
them  the  clue  I  had  obtained  in  the  stud/  of  Bacteriology, of  that  form 
of  ceil  holding  a  position  as  a  balance  in  ij .  the  distribution  of 
I  life, as  quantities  of  gaseous  electricity  occupying  a  critical  position 
in  space  etc. 

Eac  h  of  t  he s e  go r.t le me n  ac ki tO  w  le dge  d  t he  40 n der ful  po ss lb  1 1  i t ic s  of  r y 
inclination  01  t  brought,  and  sse  d  t  he  ir  willingness  to  assist  ne 
in  my  work  in  any  *  ay  they  might  be  able  to  do,  but  had  to  acknowledge 
their  inability  to  pronounce  upon  any  part  of  it  outside  of  their 
special  subjects. 

Professor  Ellis, espee ial2y,  has  been  very  kind  in  response  to  my  efforts, ti 
but  recognises  my  work  is  more  bio-chemical  than  chemical,  an -d  sc  I  am 
sending  each  gent leman  a  book  in  order  that  he  may  have  time  to  look 
over  the  work  and  be  in  a  position  to  give  his  verdict  of  its  ve.luc 
from  his  line  of  research. 

I  think  you  will  find  almost  every  avenue  of  invest igation, mar ke d 
with  its  quota  of  evidence  verifying  the  discovery  I  have  mad3  of  a 
primal  system  in  numbers  characterising  collection  of  electric 
charges  making  up  the  atom  of  matter  and  giving  to  that  atom  an  inheri¬ 
tance  in  numbers  that  has  forever  fixed  the  atomic  construct  ion  of  all 
mate  r  ia  1  fc  r  r  s . 

The  time  has  cOm.e  when  we  must  find  a  different,  explanation  of  the 
laws  c  .t  "Evolution", than  those  advanced  by  Darwin  and  his  followers. 

The  very  life  of  the  people  of  this  *  or  Id,  of  the  city  of  Toronto,  is 
being  endangered  ,  through  our  ignorance  of  the  part  which  chemistry 
plays  in  the  activities  of  life. 

The  religion. of  the  people  ,  the  foundation  of  law  and  obedience  tc 
those  in  authority,  is  being  made  of  no  account  because  of  the  present 


conception  regarding  the  “spontaneous"  generation  of  life. 

To  -  day,  such  a  condition  is  acknowledged  as  in  possible  .  If  today  inpcssitr 
le,then  was  it  impossible  "in  the  beginning". 

The  hypothesis  , raking  the  earth  a  molten  mass,  in  its  first  condition, 
has  prevented  ran  from  assigning  to  living  things  their  proper  origin 
and  while  such  an  hypothesis  is  believed  in, the  " Resurrection"  can  have 
no  place  in  the  mind  of  ran  as  a  pre-ordained"  law, a  law  that  will 
finally  bring  forth  a  new  Creature ,wfr>se  lift-  shall  be  an  everlasting 
one  in  harmony  with  a  new  Heaven  an  da  new  Earth. 

7  have  published  this  work  at  my  oWn  expense,  denying  myself 
of  tft>se  things  which  appeal  to  woman,  know  ing  that.  “He  who  s  ha  1 1  lose 
his  life  for  My  sake  shall  find  it*.  I  believe  the  control  of  lips?  is 
within  reach  of  those  who  have  been  so  untiring  in  their  search  after 
its  origin.  The  specialisation  of  research  has  isolated  the  indivisible 
condition  of  life  energies, and  the  continuity  of  life  can  only  be 
understood  through  a  united  study  of  all  its  forces. 

I  humbly  ask  a  recognition  cf  Toronto  University  of  the  value  Of  my 
divcoveries,  if  the  professorate  find  my  work  deserving. 

Sue h  a  recognition  would  place  the  contents  of  the  book  before  these 
whom  I  am  anxious  to  reach,as  I  recognise  the  value  of  their  time 
and  the  necessity  that  they  should  be  assured  of  the  worth  of  that  Which 
they  are  requested  to  consider.

However,  I  ar.  very  anxious  to  secure  the  attention  of  those  who 
are  trying  to  find  control  of  life  and  disease,  as  I  ar  assured  we  are 
now  in  great  danger  o ^serious  consequences  because  of  the  concept  16 r* 
held  regarding  the  paH  which  bacteria  plays  in  the  scheme  of  life. 

Trusting  that  my^ork  will  prove  its  worth  and  that  Toronto  will  yield 
the  “fru  it  of  the  Tree  of  Life"  as  a  grow  th  of  intelligence  in  harmony
